b.co.A. Executive Aoard Minutes 


Bentley Hotel, Alexandria, Louisiana, June 28, 1958 


The 1958 and 1959 Executive Boards of 
LLA met in joint session June 28, 1958, at 
10 A.M. in the Bentley Hotel, Alexandria, 
Louisiana, with retiring president, T. N. 
McMullen, presiding. Other members of 
the retiring Board present were: Mrs. Rubie 


‘Hanks, First Vice-president and President- 


elect; Agnes Clark, Second Vice-president ; 
Darothy Nickey, Secretary; Clara Haupt, 
Treasurer; Peggy Harper, Parliamentarian. 
Members of the 1959 Board present were: 
Jane Ellen Carstens, First Vice-president ; 
Norma Durand, Second Vice-president; 
Margie Lynch, Secretary. 

The minutes of the Executive Board meet- 
ing of March 19, 1958, were approved as 
mailed. 

Peggy Harper, reported that, while the 
incorporation of LLA has been completed 
lor some time, the tax exemption status 1s 
still very much in question. A letter dated 
April 4, 1958, from the U. S. Treasury De- 
partment stated that our claim for exemption 
as an educational organization as described 
in section 501 (c) (3) of the Internal Reve- 
nue Code of 1954 is not valid because the 
purposes of the Association as stated in the 
Articles of Incorporation “include those 
which further the interests of persons en- 
gaged in the library profession which pur- 
poses are not exclusively educational within 
the meaning of that section of law but are 
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more properly classifiable as purposes of a 
business league described in section 501 (c) 
(6).” 

In the discussion which followed the read- 
ing of the complete letter, it was pointed 
out that until the legal situation is cleared, 
the Scholarship Committee will be unable 
to function effectively. Miss Harper was 
asked to continue working on the tax exemp- 
tion question until the legality is cleared. 

Norma Durand, chairman of the Union 
Catalog Committee, read as her report a 
letter from Mr. James W. Dyson in which 
he stated that the initial work of establish- 
ing the Union Catalog is nearly completed 
and would be concluded as soon as a printed 
copy of the catalog could be made for the 
libraries of the state. 

In speaking of the Interlibrary Loan 
Code for Louisiana Libraries, Mr. McMullen 
stated that he felt the value of the work of 
that committee was doubtful since college 
librarians felt they must use their own dis- 
cretion about lending library materials. In 
his opinion, publication of the Union Cata- 
log will lead other librarians to assume this 
material is available for loan. Mr. McMullen 
was asked why college libraries did not wish 
to lend their materials, and he explained 
that they feel borrowing books is a privilege. 
It is not the duty of the college library to lend 
its materials since they may be used within 
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the library. To make a decision regarding 
interlibrary loan the college librarian needs 
to know who wants the material and for 
what purpose. Mr. McMullen reiterated his 
belief that the results of the committee were 
of doubtful value since the purpose of that 
committee was to resolve the differences in 
viewpoint of the public libraries and the 
college libraries. Mrs. Skau suggested that 
the Council of Library Resources be asked 
about the possibility of supplying photo- 
copies in lieu of interlibrary loan materials. 
This suggestion will be given to the State 
Planning Committee for consideration. 

Mr. McMullen stated that the Committee 
on Indexing Louisiana Magazines, Mrs. 
Thesta Ann Hogan, chairman, had reported 
a recommendation that a professional person 


be hired to index the great backlog of Lou-, 


isiana periodicals and the project then be 
kept up to date on a voluntary basis by libra- 
ries of the state. A probable cost of 
$2,000.00 annually was estimated for the 
period of indexing the backlog. The possi- 
bility of securing funds for such a project 
from the Council of Library Resources was 
suggested by Mrs. Skau. 

Miss Agnes Clark, Second Vice-president, 
recommended that a trained person be em- 
ployed to handle publicity for the annual 
convention of LLA, quoting at length from 
a letter written by Mrs. Katherine James of 
the LSL staff which listed the multitudinous 
details and hours of work involved in at- 
tempting state-wide coverage for the three- 
day meeting. Much preliminary planning, 
real teamwork, and actual know-how are 
necessary to do the job properly. She em- 
phasized the fact that this duty should not 
be attached to the office of the second vice- 
president who has other duties at conven- 
tion time. 


A letter from Mrs. James was then read to 
the Board by Mrs. Hanks in which Mrs. 
James explained that due to legislative cuts 
in the State Library budget that there will be 
no public relations person at the State Li- 
brary next year. She offered her services in 
this capacity to the Association and to the 
parish libraries of the state, suggesting that 
some cooperative method of payment could 
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be arranged. After discussion Miss Clark 
moved that, because of the financial limita. 
tions of LLA, this proposal not be accepted, 
Seconded by Darothy Nickey and carried, 


Mrs. Rubie Hanks reported that as of June 
15, 1958, the Association has a total mem. 
bership of 868 including more than 100 new 
members. 


Miss Peggy Harper, Chairman of the 
Committee on Constitution, By-laws, and 
Manual, reported that Article VII of the 
By-laws has been amended at the annual 
meeting and this would necessitate changing 
dates in the Manual to coincide with the 
official year. The LLA Executive Board then 
authorized the Modisette Award for School 
Librarians be presented first at the annual 
conference of LLA with the recipient again 
being given recognition at the annual con- 
ference of LTA the following November. 
This action was taken upon the recommen- 
dation of the Executive Board of the Louisi- 
ana Association of School Libraries. Miss 
Harper noted that some further revisions of 
the Manual may be necessary to implement 
the recommendations of several committees. 


Mr. McMullen expressed the regret of the 
Association over the loss of Mr. Bob Mowery 
as Editor of the Bulletin. The problem of 
finding another editor was discussed at some 
length. 

Miss Clara Haupt, Treasurer, presented 
her report for fiscal 1957-58, showing that 
Convention receipts totaled $3,675.41 and 
expenses, $3,437.85. As of June 28, 1958, 
the checking account shows a balance of 
$1,853.18. 

The list of committees for 1958-59 were 
presented by Mrs. Rubie Hanks, incoming 
president, who stated that all but one or two 
had agreed to accept their appointments. 

Members of the Board were in agreement 
with Mrs. Hanks’ suggestion that a commit- 
tee should be appointed to study the financial 
structure of LLA, the committee to be com- 
posed of five members as follows: 3 past 
presidents, 1 member-at-large, and the cut- 
rent president. This committee would make 
recommendations at the next meeting of the 
Board on the following: 

1. Dues—of regular members, retired li- 
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irians, and LSU Library School stu- 


nts. 
2. Policy for honorarium for speakers. 
3, Expenses of publishing Bulletin.

ving some discussion of the cele- 
bration of National Library Week in the 
state this year, it was moved by Norma Du- 


rand, seconded by Margie Lynch, that LLA 
subsidize the celebration in Louisiana next 


year up to the amount of $300.00. Vote was 
unanimous. Dates for the event are April 
12-18, 1959. 
The budget for 1958-59 was then present- 
ed and approved. 
There being no further business, the meet- 
ing was adjourned.

A Rrief History of 
Stephens Memorial Library 
Southwestern Louisiana Jnstitute 


The history of a college is never far re- 
moved from the history of its library, and 
this is well illustrated in the history of 
Southwestern Louisiana Institute. The col- 
lege itself was opened for instruction as the 
Southwestern Louisiana Industrial Institute 
on September 18, 1901. There were 145 stu- 
dents with eight teachers, and the curriculum 
was largely on the high school level. Dr. 
Edwin Lewis Stephens was president, and he 
retained this position until his retirement in 
1938. 

The first library was a single room, 25 by 
40 feet, to the right of the main entrance of 
the administration building. It had shelves 
along two walls, six tables, several “‘decora- 
tive casts,” but very few books. By 1902, 
the library contained 675 volumes, and 24 
magazines were being received. The library 
was under the supervision of the faculty li- 
brary committee, whose members apparently 
took turns in supervising the room during 
the few hours that it was open. Funds for 
the library were small and sporadic, but 
books were purchased from time to time and

others were received as gifts. In 1905, Col. 
and Mrs. Gus A. Breaux visited the library 
and donated a ‘‘basket full of books,” and in 
succeeding years they continued to give 
books, many of which now survive as the 
valuable Breaux Collection of Louisiana 
books. 

The first important change in the library’s 
history came in 1916 when a full-time libra- 
rian, Mrs. Louise Clegg, was appointed. She 
served until 1923, and during her adminis- 
tration a number of important changes took 
place. The number of volumes in the Li- 
brary grew from about 1,000 to about 8,000, 
and an accession record was begun. No cata- 
loging or classifying had been done before 
Mrs. Clegg came, but she made a beginning 
in classifying and in 1923 secured the serv- 
ices of a trained cataloger. The Dewey 
Decimal system was used for classification, 
and Library of Congress cards were pur- 
chased almost from the beginning of cata- 
loging. In 1919 a library fee of 50¢ per 
semester was charged to students, and in 
1924 this fee was increased to $1.00 per

(M.S. thesis in Library Science, Columbia University, 1949), by Miss Loma Knighten. 
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semester. Funds from this source were used 
for the purchase of books, and in fact made 
up most of the book budget. At the same 
time the college itself was progressing, and 
in 1921 it became a full four-year senior col- 
lege, granting baccalaureate degrees. 

The most important change during Mrs. 
Clegg’s administration came with the move 
to new quarters for the library. In April, 
1923, the Library was moved to Girard Hall, 
a new class-room building. It occupied two 
rooms—a reading room and a stack room, 
complete with modern library furniture and 
steel stacks. It was a great improvement, but 
the reading room in particular was soon 
overcrowded, and some stack space was given 
over to readers. In 1929 a third room, on a 
third floor, was added to the Library, and a 
year later additional space for periodicals 
was obtained by taking over part of a hall, 
but space was still far from adequate. 

In September, 1923, Miss Lois Shortess 
was employed as the first permanent, pro- 
fessional librarian. Mrs. Clegg remained as 
assistant and in 1925 a second assistant was 
added. During Miss Shortess’ administra- 
tion the task of classifying and cataloging 
was completed, and the book collection grew 
to more than 10,000. The Library rooms 
were open week-days from 7:45 A.M. to 
9:00 P.M., except for lunch and supper 
hours, and its use increased accordingly. The 
book budget climbed to about $3,000 per 
year, and wavered between $2,000 and 
$3,000 for the next decade, although enough 
additional funds were obtained to increase 
the periodical list considerably, and to begin 
a binding program. In 1925, the Institute, 
now consisting of the two colleges of Educa- 
tion and Liberal Arts, was accerdited by the 
Southern Association of Colleges. 

From 1926 to 1929, Miss Anne E. Foster 
was librarian, and during this period a full- 
time professional librarian was added to the 
staff as cataloger, and more use was made 
of student assistants to extend the library’s 
services. Mr. Charles E. Flack became head 
librarian in September, 1929, and his nine 
years of service were years of slow but steady 
growth, despite the economic setbacks of 
the depression. The library staff grew from

four to seven, of whom three were profes. 
sional librarians, while the book stock 
jumped from 14,000 to 30,000. The library 
budget for books and periodicals reached 
$5,000 for the first time in 1938, while 
the number of students served went from 
less than 1,000 to more than 2,000 in a dec. 
ade. In 1934, a branch library was estab. 
lished in the campus Training School, and 
two years later this was taken over by the 
College of Education and placed in charge 
of its own full-time librarian. The need for 
some form of training or orientation in the 
use of the Library for freshmen was con- 
stantly felt during the 1930's. An attempt 
in this direction was made in 1930, but dis- 
continued for lack of staff time. Again, in 
1935, a two-hour credit course in the use 
of the Library was offered, but since it was 
an elective it did not meet the need, and it 
also was discontinued. 


Mr. Flack resigned in 1938, and his place 
was taken by Miss Loma Knighten, a profes- 
sional librarian who had been on the staff 
since 1930. Again a period of rapid growth 
and development began for the Library, with 
the ending of the depression and the coming 
of World War II having both good and bad 
effects. Most important, a new location for 
the Library was in the making, and in Janv- 
ary, 1940, the new Stephens Memorial Li- 
brary building was occupied—a building 
completely dedicated to library service for 
the first time in the history of the Institute. 
The move into the new building, incidently, 
had been made during the Christmas holi- 
days, with no loss of service to the students. 
The new quarters provided space for some 
100,000 volumes, with seats for about 500 
readers. In addition there was adequate 
space for library offices and workrooms, and 
a classroom for courses in library science. 
By this time the staff of the Library had 
grown to eight, including professional libra- 
rians in the positions of cataloger, reference 
librarian, circulation librarian and head Ii- 
brarian. 

The war years brought problems, with 4 
decline in student enrollment offset by num- 
bers of Navy V-12 students who were on the 
campus for short but intensive periods of 
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training. Fortunately, the budget was in- 
creased to meet the new needs, jumping 
from about $8,000 for books in 1941-42, to 
$12,000 in the next year, and almost $17,000 
in 1943-44. By the end of the war, the 
staff numbered twelve, of whom eight were 
professional librarians. New positions cre- 
ated included a full-time order librarian, and 
a readers’ advisor. After long consideration 
of the problem, a course in library orienta- 
tion, taught by staff members, was begun in 
1942. No credit was given at first, but the 
next year the course was increased to a 
full one-hour credit, required of all fresh- 
men. The readers’ advisor was largely re- 
sponsible for this course, but other staff 
members helped out as needed. In the Cir- 
culation department, a major change was 
brought about when the old card and call- 
slip method of handling charges was re- 
placed by a Gaylord book-charging machine. 
The book-stacks in the new building were 
closed to students, but to off-set this there 
was room for a large browsing collection of 
current and popular books. This room was 
also under the supervision of the read- 
ers’ advisor, and it soon proved to be a most 
popular addition to the Library’s services. 


After World War II, the S.L.I. Library 
began a period of concentrated and well- 
directed growth which has gone far in bring- 
ing it in line with the widest needs of the 
fast-growing college. The original colleges 
of Liberal Arts and Education were joined 
by the College of Agriculture (1938), Engi- 
neering (1940), Nursing (1951), and Com- 
merce (1952). New departments and new 
courses of instruction brought new demands 
upon the Library, and the staff in coopera- 
tion with the Faculty Library Committee 
studied both book stock and library services 
to see that those demands were met. In 
1941 the Library had begun to receive a se- 
lected number of Federal Government Docu- 
ments as a Depository Library, and these 
documents were later added to those pub- 
lished by the State of Louisiana to be serv- 
iced through a Documents Library. In order 
to supplement the books and periodicals, 
the Library began to acquire rare and bulky 
materials on microfilm and microcard. The 
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first microfilm reader was purchased in 1949, 
and in the next few years, another was added 
along with two microcard readers. Files of 
the local newspaper were obtained on micro- 
film, and beginnings were made toward the 
acquisition of complete files of the New 
York Times and the New Orleans Times- 
Picayune. On microcards a number of rare 
books were obtained, and also valuable back 
files of technical journals. A collection of 
recordings, both musical and literary, were 
acquired, and by 1958 these numbered more 
than 1,100, with four record players avail- 
able for student use. These recordings and 
record players, along with a large collection 
of music scores are kept in the Reserve read- 
ing Room. In the Circulation Department, 
the book-charging machine, after about a 
decade of use, was replaced by the punched- 
card system in 1952. This changeover was 
accompanied by a completed inventory of 
the Library’s holdings. 

In 1954 the importance of the Library in 
the academic life of the Institute was recog- 
nized by the creation of the new position of 
Director of the Library, a position roughly 
coordinate with the deans of the various col- 
leges. Dr. Elmer D. Johnson was appointed 
to this position, and began his services on 
September 1, 1954. Miss Loma Knighten 
took over the position of Associate Director, 
and the Library entered a new phase, serving 
no longer merely a small state college, but 
what was actually a growing state university. 

Since 1954, the theme of the Library has 
been one of ever-increasing services despite 
the handicaps of insufficient space and staff. 
The book stock has increased to roughly 
135,000, circulation topped the 100,000 
mark for the first time in 1957-58, and the 
number of full-time staff members reached 
17, including twelve professionals. Increased 
use has been made of micro materials, and 
supplementary shelving has been added in 
virtually every possible space. The erection 
of a new Engineering Building in 1957 gave 
space for an Engineering Library, to which 
some 8,000 books were transferred. Further 
alleviating the space problem, departmental 
collections of books were created in the 
Chemistry, Bacteriology and Horticulture 
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buildings in 1957 and 1958. In the Main 
Library Building improvements were brought 
about by the addition of air conditioning in 
the Reserve Room in 1954, the Periodicals 
Room in 1957, and in the. bookstacks in 
1958. 

Probably the greatest challenge to the 
Library came in 1957 with the establishment 
of a Graduate School at Southwestern. The 
first year only the M.A. in Education was 
offered, but beginning in 1958, the gradu- 
ate program was increased to include the 
M.S. in the fields of science, mathematics 
and engineering. Fortunately, the Library 
staff and faculty had to a large degree antici- 
pated the graduate program, and had for 
several years been building the book collec- 
tion in that direction. Back files of technical 
and professional journals had been added, 
current research reports and publications had 
been kept up to date, and the Library was 
relatively prepared as far as books and ma- 
terials were concerned. Nevertheless, gradu- 
ate work has brought new demands and 
new problems, and a realization that once 








again the Library is in desperate need of new 
quarters. 

Looking backward, it would seem that the 
history of Stephens Memorial Library falls 
logically into four periods. First, there was 
the stumbling infancy, 1901-1923, with no 
professional staff and only limited services, 
Second, from 1923 to 1940, there was a 
period of healthy adolescence, with slow and 
steady growth under a succession of able li- 
brarians. Third, from 1940 to 1954 in the 
new building, there was a period of coming 
of age, of rapid growth, and of development 
into a position of adequacy and even ex- 
cellence for an undergraduate library. Fin- 
ally, in the period since 1954, years of active 
maturity, with the college library growing 
into a university library, and meeting the 
ever-challenging problems of graduate work 
and expanding enrollments. All in all, Ste- 
phens Memorial Library has grown and 
developed with its college. Its history over 
the years has not been an exciting one, but 
it has been a rewarding and gratifying one 
for all who have known and worked with it.

PURPOSE 

The lending and borrowing of books on 
interlibrary loan is a courtesy and a privilege, 
not a right. 

The purpose of interlibrary loans among 
academic institutions is to make available for 
research and for serious study library mater- 
ials not in a given library, with due provision 
made by the lending library for the rights of 
its primary clientele; the purpose is to aid 
research calculated to advance the boundaries 
of knowledge, by the loan of unusual books 
not readily accessible elsewhere—each loan 
must rest on the theory of a special service 
to scholarship which is not within the power 
or the duty of the borrowing library to 
tender. Loans are not normally made for the 
use of undergraduates. 

Since public libraries seek to supply books 
in response to virtually all requests, these 
libraries are normally much more liberal in 
their interlibrary loan policies than are aca- 
demic libraries—even lending such types of 
materials as current fiction, popular manuals, 
and textbooks. 

GENERAL 

All material requested should be described 
completely and accurately, following ac- 
cepted bibliographic practice; whenever pos- 
sible, items should be verified. All corre- 
spondence and packages must have the 
words, ‘‘interlibrary loan’ conspicuously 
written on the outside. The borrowing li- 
brary, as well as the lending library, should 
supply a self-addressed mailing label for use 
in the transaction. It is recommended that 
the borrowing library use standard multiple- 
part unit request forms. 

SCOPE 


The following materials are ordinarily not 
subject to interlibrary loans: 
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Inexpensive “in print” materials. 
Current issues of periodicals. 
Rare books. 
Genealogical materials. 
Reference books, including bibliographic 
tools. 
6. Microfilm or other photographic repro- 

duction not easily replaceable. 
7. A large number of titles at one time 

for one applicant. 
8. Materials in constant use in the lending 

library. 

CONDITIONS OF LOAN 

The borrowing library is responsible for 
the safe-keeping and return of the material ; 
and, in case of loss or damage, the borrow- 
ing library is obligated to pay the cost of 
repairing, rebinding, or replacing (including 
processing) the damaged or lost material. 
The borrowing library is bound by any con- 
ditions imposed by the lending library; if 
no special conditions are specified, the bor- 
rowing library is obligated to use the same 
precautions as if the material were its own. 

PERIOD OF LOAN 

The normal loan period for a book is two 
weeks (i.e., from the time that the material 
arrives in the borrowing library until the 
material is re-mailed for return to the lend- 
ing library). The normal loan period for a 
magazine is one week. An application for 
the extension of a loan is granted whenever 
feasible, though the practice should be dis- 
couraged; more than one extension of a 
given loan is seldom granted. A request for 
an extension should be made in time to reach 
the lender before the book becomes overdue. 

Costs 

All expenses of carriage, including insur- 
ance, are to be met by the borrowing library ; 
payment is normally made by a refund to 
the lending library at the conclusion of the 
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transaction. Material is always returned by 
the same method of transportation as that 
used by the lending library in sending out 
the material (theses and dissertations are us- 
ually sent via railway express); if type- 
scripts and manuscripts are not sent by 
railway express, they must be sent by first 
class mail because of government regulations. 
(Customary insurance evaluations are: book, 
$5.00; bound magazine volume, $10.00; 
thesis, $25.00; dissertation, $50.00.) 


This proposed Interlibrary Loan Code was 
presented at the 1958 Annual Conference 
of the Louisiana Library Association with 
the Committee’s recommendation that a sec- 
ond Committee be appointed to undertake 








a careful study of the proposal, and to sug. 
gest whatever changes seem to be appropri- 
ate with the proposed draft and suggested 
changes to be brought up for action at the 
business session of the 1959 Conference. 
The membership of the Association then 
voted to have the Code printed for further 
study by members of the Association.

New Orleans Playwright

Espy Williams was until after World War 
| probably Louisiana’s best-known __play- 
wright. The author of over thirty plays, a 
volume of poetry, and criticism Williams had 
his plays produced in both England and 
America, and they were performed by the 
leading actors of the age, including Robert 
Mantell, Lawrence Barrett, and Julia Mar- 
lowe. 

Born in Carrollton (now a part of New 
Orleans) on January 30, 1852, Williams, as 
his Diary shows, early pledged himself to a 
life of letters. However, although he was 
descended from people who had long been 
prominent in education and the law, Wil- 
liams in 1868 found it necessary to leave 
school to begin work in insurance and bank- 
ing; and it was in his business life that he 
achieved financial success. 

While establishing himself in business, 
however, he wrote constantly. By the time 
he was sixteen, he had written two full- 
length plays, which, upon the advice of his 
father, he destroyed. His first published 
play was Eugene Aram, a tragedy which he 


completed from fragments left by Bulwer- 
Lytton. This work, published in New Or- 
leans in 1874, is from a literary point of 
view one of the best that Williams ever 
wrote, but the advice he received from such 
established figures in the theater as Lawrence 
Barrett seems to have convinced him that a 
playwright needed to pay more attention to 
the public taste than to literary standards; 
and most of his popular plays were based 
upon novels and older plays that had already 
won followings. Among such plays were A 
Cavalier of France, a romantic melodrama 
based on W. Harrison Ainsworth’s old ro- 
mantic novel, Crichton; The Cup of Bitter- 
ness based on a Tom Taylor melodrama, 
Retribution. Don Carlos, based on Schiller’s 
play; Marlowe: The Buried Name, based on 
a romantic fiction of Shakespeare's life, It 
Was Marlowe by Zeigler; Unorna, based on 
F. Marion Crawford’s romance, The Witch 
of Prague; The Wire Cutters, based on Mrs. 
M. E. M. Davis’ novel of the same name; 
and The Scarlet Camelia, based on Ouida’s 
novel, Strathmore.

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The success and number of such adapta- 
tions has, in fact, tended to obscure the fact 
that in other respects Williams was a man 
who made original contributions to the de- 
velopment of American drama. His Par- 
rhasius (1879), for example, is a very early 
example of an American play based on the 
form and idea of Greek tragedy; and it 
anticipates by nearly twenty years the general 
American theatrical interest in the Greek 
classics. It was this play, incidentally, that 
led to William’s first commercial success in 
the theater. Robert Mantell saw a copy of 
it, wrote to Williams, and purchased the 
stage rights for $3,000. Barrett did not think 
the play would be a success, but Mantell 
toured with the play in the single-act classi- 
cal version; and the play was republished 
several times in Southern journals. The suc- 
cess of the play as a classical tragedy, how- 
ever, led Mantell to urge Williams to make 
three-act and four-act romantic versions of 
it; and these versions replaced the original 
classical version. Williams was also the pio- 
neer in the modern usage of the old morality 
play. His The Atheist, a poetic interpreta- 
tion of the life of the ‘Pagan Prophet,” 
Robert Ingersoll, was published in Williams’ 
only published volume of verse, The Dream 
of Art and Other Poems (New York, 1892). 
The volume itself was favorably reviewed, 
but no one seemed to note the play ; and 
thus the revival of the morality play, Every- 
man, in a New York production five years 
after The Atheist, is generally credited now 
with the beginning of America’s interest in 
morality drama. 

Williams, too, holds a unique place in the 
history of American opera. His comic opera, 
Ollamus (later retitled A Royal Joke) was 
first produced in New Orleans in 1894 and 
later revived in 1901. An imitation, both 
in the book written by Williams and in the 
music written by Louis Blake, of Gilbert 
and Sullivan, Ollamus is one of the few 


successful American written operas of the. 


nineteenth century. After its 1901 second 
production in New Orleans by the Metro- 
politan English Company, it was taken to 
St. Louis; and newspaper reviewers agreed 
that it was a ‘‘valuable’”’ stage property. 
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Until a little over a year ago, Williams’ 
position in American drama had been com. 
pletely forgotten, largely because his works 
were not generally available. In 1957, how. 
ever, his daughter, Mrs. Phillips Endecott 
Osgood, turned over to the Stephens Me. 
morial Library at Southwestern Louisiana 
Institute, manuscripts of most of the plays, 
many of which have never been published. 
Some of these works are now being edited 
and are scheduled for publication. The 
Atheist will be published in the fall issue, 
1958, of The Journal of Illinois Histori- 
cal Society; Williams’ diary will be pub- 
lished in The Louisiana Historical Quarter- 
ly; one of the letters in the collection will 


be published in The Journal of Southern ¥ 
Speech; and a collection of his plays will be | 
micro-carded by The University of Kentucky.

‘“ohe National 
“‘Cataloging-in-Source’’ Project

Louisiana is participating in the new 
‘cataloging-in-source”’ project which the 
Library of Congress is starting in coopera- 
tion with the American Library Association. 


$55,000 from the Council on Library Re- 
sources, Inc. Mrs. Margaret Lane, Recorder 
of Documents in the office of Wade O. 
Martin, Jr., Secretary of State, has been 
asked to secure about twelve state documents 
during the year for cataloging-in-source. 
Documents now at the publisher are the 
1958 Acts of the Legislature and the Secre- 
tary of State’s “Agents of Foreign Corpora- 
tion.” The first document issued with the 
catalog card on the back of the title page was 
the new Insurance Code published in Oc- 
tober. 

The Louisiana State University Press, 
through its Director, Mr. Donald R. Elle- 
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good, is also cooperating in the cataloging- 
in-source project. The Press expects to for- 
ward several titles from its Spring list to the 
Library of Congress. 


The Information Bulletin from the Li- 
brary of Congress, June 1958, explains the 
program: 

“The plan calls for pre-publication cata- 
loging of books by librarians so that pub- 
lishers may print cataloging information in 
the book themselves. 

“The main objective of the idea is to pro- 
vide a shortcut by cataloging a book only 
once for all libraries at a central point—a 
century-old dream of the American library 
world, partly fulfilled since 1901 by the 
sale of Library of Congress catalog cards. 
It is hoped that the shortcut would (1) save 
delay in getting new books to readers, 
(2) cut the high cost of cataloging in li- 
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braries, and (3) provide greater standardiza- 
tion in the identification of books generally. 

“As a by-product, it is hoped, it could 
enable many libraries to buy more books 
with savings in cataloging. Moreover, it 
would provide booksellers and publishers 
with a quick and handy standard system for 
shelving, ordering, and listing their books. 

“The Library of Congress will begin this 
experiment by cataloging 1,000 titles from 
the presses of commercial publishers, uni- 
versities, learned societies, State govern- 
ments, and the Federal Government. An ef- 
fort will be made to obtain from each par- 
ticipating publisher the advance page proofs 
for a number of his publications. LC will 
catalog each publication on a rush basis and 
will supply the publisher with the catalog 
entry, the publisher will print this entry 
in the finished book—on the verso of the 
title page, in the colophon, or in some other 
convenient place. 

“Publications from the various types of 
publishers listed above will provide a repre- 
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sentative sampling of cataloging problems 
to be encountered. Other problems may be 
encountered as well. Publishers will have to 
add new operations to their present routines, 
Cataloging from page proof may present un. 
foreseen difficulties—and there must be no 
delays to hold up book-publication. Libraries 
participating must turn out a standardized 
product which will be acceptable to all con. 
cerned. 





“The second part of the experiment 
will be the field study of how ‘cataloging. 
in-source’ affects the cataloging practices of 
libraries of all types. The ALA’s Committee 
on Cataloging Policy and Research will serve 


as an advisory body to a staff assigned to | 
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investigate the effects on selected libraries in J 


their purchases of catalog cards, the cost of | 


cataloging, requirements for standards to 
make the system more useful, and methods 
of transferring catalog entries from books to 
card catalogs. Potential benefits to booksell- 
ers, publishers, authors, and private put- 
chasers of books will also be investigated.’
